CONTROL PLAN OFFERED 
FOR PEANUT GROWERS 


Program Formulated by A. 
E. Gibson, of Albany, at 
Request of AAA. 


ALBANY, Ga., Jan. 22.—(7)—A 
plan to control peanut production 
has been formulated here by A. E. 
Gibson, extension agent, at the re- 
quest of the agricultural adjustment 
administration. 

The plan follows generally along 
lines of the cotton program witH the 
exception that no federal -payments 
will be made ‘for acreage taken out 
of production and that peanut pro- 
ducers who do not participate in the 
movement will not be allowed to sell 
their product for any but crushing 
purposes. 


Should the plan be adopted by the 
AAA congress would be asked to en- 
act a law preventing sale of peanuts 
in the open market by non-partici- 
pating growers. Gibson said the AAA 
had asked him to submit some plan 
to avoid overproduction in 1934. 

“With shellers having signed a mar- 
keting agreement guaranteeing farm- 
ers a minimum’ of $65 a ton,” Gib- 
son said, “we may expect a great 
increase in peanut production unless 
immediate steps are taken to prevent 
such a situation. During the last two 
years the industry has ‘taken’ 900,- 
000,000 pounds of peanuts. However, 
with the high minimum price pre- 
vailing that number cannot be mar- 
keted profitably this year. Under my 
plan each  peanut-producing _ state 
will be allotted a certain number of 
pounds which it may produce. A 
board, composed of shellers and pro- 
ducers, would be set up and would 
probably revise the present marketing 
agreement, establishing a new muni- 
mum price, 

“The program will be entirely vol- 
untary one although under my plan 
those producers who refuse to co-op- 
erate will be penalized to the extent 
of not being allowed to sell their pea- 
nuts for any purposes other than 
crushing. Farmers will find it much 
more profitable to produce 200 tons 
of peanuts for which they may re- 
ceive $65 or $70 than to raise 500 
tons and be paid only $25 or $30 per 
ton.”

Educational Program tor Adults 


‘Gratitying’ in South Georgia 


TIFTON, Ga., Jan. 22.—(4)—The 
educational program for adults fi- 
nanced by CWA funds is producing 
“gratifying” results in south Georgia, 
M. D. Mobley, assistant state super- 
visor of agricultural education, re- 
ported today. 

There are about 850 teachers doing 
all classes of educational work and 
receiving CWA pay in Georgia. Of 
this number about 50 are teaching 
vocational agriculture. 

_Mr. Mobley has just completed the 
first tour of inspection in south Geor- 
gia, in which he visited the classes 
of about 30 teachers. He reported 
“fine” work is being done, both in 
general educational instruction and 
vocational classes. 

He described two classes taught b 
John Horn, operator of a blacksmith 
shop, at Preston. Sixty-six adults are 
enrolled there. Mr. orn gives the 
class members individual instruction 
in preparing farm tools, machinery 
and implements. Class members bring 
in the articles to be repaired and do 
the work under Mr. Horn’s super- 
vision. Hundreds of pieces of farm 


equipment have been repaired, rebuilt 
or constructed by the class. The same 
class members do not attend sessions 
each day. 

Crisp Wilkinson has classes in live- 
at-home and canning, with 48 adults 


helping 


enrolled at Leslie. Class members bring 
in products to be canned and are 
given individual instruction, his 
classes have canned 2,700 pints of 
beef and pork, 450 porfnds of sausage.

SOFT SPOTS AND OTHER 
SHORTCOMINGS OF BABIES 
Scarcely a week passes without a 
letter from some amateur mother who 
has discovered a soft spot in the 
baby’s head and is all worked up over 
it. Or if the baby’s head doesn’t seem 
too soft in spots it is not quite sym- 
metrical, she finds. 
In case anyone should contemplate 
having a baby it may be well to have 


that they are seldom entirely flaw- 
less nowadays. When we were babies 
it was different, But somehow they 


' don’t seem to make ‘em so good any 


more. We can't blame it on quantity 
production either. With razors, now, 


the more they make the worse they | 
are: razors or razor blades are made,

The cod 
liver oil or other fish oil is not neces- 
sary after the baby is a year old, un- 
less there is something the matter 
and the doctor specifically prescribes 
it.

this spring—except Mr. Roosevelt. Mas 

Even the inside crowd thought he was spoofing when he talked 
rather indefinitely about it recently. . They refuse to believe the 
president really intends to go off gallivanting on the sea for six 
weeks or two months in times like these. 

The newsmen thought the idea so preposterous they played the 
story weakly. Some gave it only a few paragraphs. 

The story behind it is of more importance and significance than 
the headlined gold bill. : 


PLANS Preposterous or not, he is:going. The navy already is 
laying plans. He intends to leave within a week or two 
after congress adjourns. He will certainly visit ‘Puerto Rico, the 
Panama canal, Hawaii, Los Angeles, San Francisco and Seattle. He 
has an idea that he will also go to the Philippines, but he prob- ~ 
ably will be talked out of that. 
That is why the $20,000 traveling allowance of the president 


was boosted to $25,000 in the budget without explanation. 
HINTS This means a lot to sharp-eyed businessmen and Wall 
Streeters. 

It confirms the idea that Mr. Roosevelt is scheming to get 
rid of congress sooner than congress now suspects. To do that 
he will feed congress very few legislative ideas to chew on. He 
will try to hold the program of the session to emergency essen- 
tials and appropriations. Further, general reform legislation will 
wait until next year, 

The president has an idea that by recommending only a tew 
things he can induce congress to adjourn around April 1. The 
congressional leaders say June 1, but the president probably knows 
more about that than they do. It would be too hot to make the 
southern cruise in June. 


SAILING The plan also confirms the growing suspicion that Mr. | 
Roosevelt is going to let his new deal drift awhile on | 
its present tack. No important new post-congress developments | 
can be in his mind or he would not be planning such an extensive | 
ocean joy-ride. | 
Tie that deduction up with the fact that he is going to feed 
congress very little before it adjourns and you can see the general 
outlines of his course for at least the next six months. 
The inside crowd believes the business improvement tide will 
carry along until summer. They are confident the economic situa- | 
tion will not need any more presidential hypodermics until then. | 


FINANCING [Expectations of spring crisis in government finane- 
ing are fading out already. 

Mr. Roosevelt has been much more worried about that ques- 
tion than he has let on. It was supposed to have been the main 
subject discussed (Saturday) when federal reserve governors met 
here. : 

At that meeting the governors decided to go along with the | 
government financing program in a co-operative manner, inasmuch | 
as Mr. Roosevelt is giving them 80 per cent stabilization of the | 
dollar. 

They will be the sales agents for the new billions of government 
securities. 

If they co-operate, we will not have much of a crisis. 


RAILS The new deal theme could be discerned also in’ the East- 
man railroad report to congress. 

That report hardly said anything except that Co-ordinator East- 
man and Mr. Roosevelt had nothing to say now. 

The rail situation will be permitted to drift as is, with the rail- 
roads laying off men and cutting salaries. It violates the spirit of 
the new deal, but apparently the big thinkers of Washington figure 
it is best to get workers out of that industry into others and put 
the railroads on a stable basis. 

General reorganization legislation will wait until next year. 


SMARTNESS Every time Treasury Secretary Morgenthau’s name 
: was mentioned in the senate gold hearing, Sena- 
tor Glass interposed with: “And he is not a banker.” 

The main objection brought out in the house gold debate was 
that Morgenthau should not be entrusted with such powers because 
he is a novice in international finance. 

Senator Glass and the house objectors are all correct.  Mor- 
genthau knows little about banking, government finance and for- 
eign exchange. But he is smart enough to know he is no expert 
and he hires men who are. 

For instance, Earle Baillie is supposed to have gone back to 
New York.

In few words it tells the story of successful crime and civic cor- 
ruption. 

It as spoken by a New York policeman, in grateful reference to Mayor 
LaGuardia’s promise that politics would no longer interfere with police 
work. Police and detectives had spent the night rounding up notorious 
criminals, happy in the assurance that no “big shot’? could defy or pun- 
ish them because of his alliance with city officials. 

The success and immunity of law-breakers is seldom if ever due to 
the incompetence of police officers. The unofficial powers that rule a 
city determine where and how the law shall be enforced, and policemen 
who wish to hold their jobs do no independent crusading. 

This is not true of great cities alone. In small towns as in big ones 
there are sacred cows to whom the law doesn’t apply. 

One small city in the “Bible belt’’—a college town where everybody 
goes to church on Sunday—nourished a notorious law-breaker for more 
than 20 years, till death at last spoiled his perfect record of immunity. 

His combination gambling den, bawdy house and speakeasy operated 
brazenly in the heart of town, but the police seemed innocently un- 
aware of it. 

Few towns big enough to be worth exploiting are free of similar 
characters. They are known to the police, as other criminals are, but 
nobody disturbs them. 

Why are the police so negligent? 

Partly because juries will not convict; partly because tricky lawyers 
and worthless courts mock the law; but chiefly because they are ordi- | 
nary men with a living to make and families to support, and experience | 
has tayght them on which side their bread is buttered. |

ROYALIST RIOTERS 
QUELLED IN PARIS 


‘Down With Chautemps’ 
Is Heard as Mob Battles 
With Police. 


PARIS, Jan. 22.—{#)}—Hundreds 
of determined rioters, throwing tor- 
pedoes, stones and other missiles, 
and shouting “Down with Chau- 
temps,” battled police for two hours 
today in the vicinity of the chamber 
of deputies.

O KED CUTS 
OF MEATS RICH 
IN FOOD VALUES 


By RUTH CHAMBERS. 

In the general rearrangement of 
household budgets which has become 
necessary in these days if the outlay 
for food is to be 
in proportion to 
-he diminished in- 
come, the clever 
housewife is able 
fo use economy 
without sacrifice 
of the food value 
provided by an es- 
sential part of 
the family diet. 

She does this 
by making use of 
the less demand- 
ed cuts of meat 
which are as uu- 
tritious and full 
of flavor as the 
tenderloins and 
steaks but which, 
because they contain more connective 


' tissue, require a little more time and 
care in cooking. 


The tender cuts are cooked by dry 
heat, aS in roasting and broiling. 
Since this method of cooking hardens 
connective tissue, moist heat applied 
slowly and for .a long time is used 
instead for less tender cuts. 


Try Some of These. 


In ordering beef, instead of asking 
for steaks, tenderloin, or rib roasts, 
try a rump roast, chuck roast, flank, 
neck or ground meat. In pork, ask 
for shoulder, spareribs, ham_ hocks, 
salt pork, fresh butts, bacon squares 


'or ends, pig’s feet, liver or heat. 


In lamb some of the less demanded 
cuts are shoulder, stew meat, heart. 
Try shoulder of ceal, veal breast or 
veal shanks. 

The methods of cooking the less 
tender cuts are by cooking in water 
(simmering), by stewing (meat cut 
in small pieces), by braising, and also 
in soup making, that is, extracting all 
the juice possible. ; 

To Simmer Meat. 


_ In simmering, the meat. is put on 
in a kettle of water of a tempera- 
ture of 185 degrees F. Do not use 
a high degree of. heat, for that will 
cause the protein to coagulate and 
the meat will be less juicy and less 
well, flavored than if simmered. There 
should be no movement in the water, 
bubbling. 


To Stew Meat. 


There are three ways of stewing 
meat. The pieces may be well brown- 
ed in a small amount of fat before 
the water is added. This is known as 
a brown stew. The flavor and aroma 
is similar to broiled or roasted meat 
is thus obtained. 


The -second way is to plunge the 
meat into boiling water and then re- 


duce the temperature to the simmering 


point. The third way is to put the 
meat into cold water and increase 
the temperature gradually to 185 de- 
grees F. The meat is cooked until 
it is tender. This stew will have a 


| highly flavored broth. 


To Braise Meat. 
Braising is a method satisfactory 
for cooking large pieces from the less- 
tender cuts. The meat is browned well 


on all sides. For these pieces of meat, 


it may be well to add fat in searing, 
To obtain this, try out some of the 
suet from the meat. After the meat 
is well browned, add a little water 
cooking slowly until 
tender, 

Examples of braised meat are pot- 
roast, Swiss steak and fricasse. Pork 
chops and veal cutlets are best cook- 
ed by braising. 3 

For soup making, the soup bone 
should be cracked and the meat cut 
in small pieces so that the juices 
may escape readily. This meat from 
which soup is made loses very little 
of its food value and should be used 
in combination with other highly 
flavored foods. 


Braised Shoulder of Veal. 

Dredge a shoulder of veal with 
flour and brown well on all sides in 
a roaster in which fat has been melt- 
ed. Surround with three large car- 
rots, diced and a sliced onion. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper, cover and 
cook in a moderate oven. It will 
require three or four hours to cook, 
depending on the size of the piece 
of meat. 


Fresh Pork Cooked With Vegetables. 


One fresh pork butt, 4 large car- 
rots, cut lengthwise; 4 large parsnips, 
lengthwise; 1 small cabbage, 
quartered; 1-2 teaspoon salt; 1-3 tea- 
spoon pepper. 

Cook pork butt by simmering for 
one and one-half hours. One hour 
before serving put in the vegetables 
and cook until tender. Cut the pork 
in slices and arrange in the center 
of a platter. Arrange the vegetables 
around the meat. 


Beef Pot-Roast With Prunes. 

Brown a chuck pot-roast in fat in 
a hot kettle. Season with salt and 
pepper. Add 2 cups of boiling water 
and 3 dozen prunes which have been 
soaked over night. Simmer until meat 
is tender. Take out the prunes and 
season them with sugar and vinegar 
or lemon juice and serve them as a 
relish with the meat. Thicken liquid

In explanation of the bidding Mr. 
Owen-Turner remarks that it appears 
as though the contract should be seven 
notrump, but South was afraid to 
chance a six-bid for fear of a pass 
by North and felt sure that if North's 
two suits were four-carders, he would 
bid seven spades or seven notrump, 
whereas if they were five-carders, the 
seven notrump bid from South might 
possibly shut out the right contract. 

The opening lead was a smal! club, 
which was won by South with the 
knave. He thereupon laid down the 
spade king, and when the queen was 
dropped from the west hand, it clearly 
indicated that East had held four 
trunsps to the ten originally and hence 
that the only way of making the 
grand slam contract was by means of 
a coup. 

In order to secure the necessary 
number of entries to complete the 
trump shortening, South was com- 
pelled to attempt an “unnecessary” 
finesse in the diamond suit. His lead 
to trick 3 was the 10 of diamonds, 
and he must have prayed rather fer- 
vently not only for the success of the 
“unnecessary” finesse, but also that 
West be not tempted to play the 
queen. As a matter of fact, West did 
not play the queen, and the knave was 
finessed. When this held, the pros- 
pect of success looked brighter. Of 
course, if West had played the queen, 
the chance for the grand coup and 
the fulfillment of the contract would 
have vanished. 

At this point the spade 9 was led, 
and East, of course, covered: other- 
wise the 9 would have been permitted 
to hold and then the success of the 
contract would only have involved the 
mere picking up of East’s trumps. 
The knave of spades won the trick, 
and the dummy was re-entered by the 
lead of the diamond king, which was 
overtaken by the ace. A small dia- 
mond was now led from dummy, and 
declarer ruffed with the spade deuce. 
The club king was then led, overtak- 
en with the ace, and the last diamond 
in dummy led and ruffed with the 
spade 3. At this point the declarer 
had completed the process of trump 
shortening. He now held the ace-six 
of spades over East’s seven-five. A 
small heart was led from the declar- 
er’s hand, which was won with the 
queen in dummy. The club queen fol- 
lowed, and East, realizing the futility 
of his attempt to further defend the 
hand, ruffed with the five. Had he 
attempted instead to discard a heart, 
the declarer would also have discard- 
ed.
